the Queen in 1858. The stones used on 
this occasion which are wholly dia- 
monds, were in the main crown jewels, 
and the diadem will therefore remain 
the property of the crown, although 
the cost of mounting them for the use 
of her Majesty was borne out of the 
privy purse. This diadem is technically 
kmown as a circlet, surmounted by the 
crass patee, whereof the Maltese cross 
is a decoration variant, and the fleur- 
de-lia. 
THE GENERAL EFFECT 

of this crown is excellently shown in 
the current coinage, in which it is 
balf-concealed by a veil, which was not 
worn ip the earlier years of the reign, 
when this form of circlet was in ordin- 


ary use; and, indeed, there would seem 
to be some doubt as to whether’ the 
particular form of coronet depicted on 
the present coin issues has ever been 
adopted by the Queen at all. It was 
this diadem and another of a like 
shape that preceded it, which were used 
when her Majesty opened or prorogued 
Parliament, and also on such occasions 
ag the marriage of the Princess Royal. 

On every occasion on which the Queen 
visited the House of Lords the State 
crewn was taken out of the regalia 
room in the Tower of London and waa 
borne before her on a cushion. Except 
for this purpose the crown has only left 
the tower on two occasions during the 
reign—once for repair, some part of 
the setting having become doosened, 
and once in order to modify the ermine. 
The crown hae never been actually 
worn by the Queen at, any function 
whatever since the act of coronation 
sixty years ago. and there is nothing 
in the episades of the forthcoming com- 
memoration that will require its re 
moval from the tower. ‘The State 
crown wus made for the Queen by 
Messrs. Rundell & Bridge, the prede- 
cessors of Gerrards, the present holders 
of the appointment, and its construc 
tion is familiar history. It may, how- 
ever, be interesting at this juncture to 
that 
time of its stones—camprising w,783 
diamonds, 277 pearis, 16 sapphires, 11 
emeralds, and 4 rubies—was £112,760, 
apart from the priceless ruby which 
belonged to Edward the Black Prince 
and the large sapphire purchased by 
George IV. In the opinion of compe 
tent experts the stones still have an 
intrinsic worth of a like sum, even if 
no account be taken of the value that 
would attach to their illustrious as- 
gociatione.

A RUGGED VETERAN. 

You must think of Larry as an old 
man now, sixty-seven years old next 
December, with iron-gray hair and big, 
loose-jointed hands, and a face rather 
severe for an Irishman—a face still rug- 
ged and healtby—and a memory that 
pictures Cawnpore and Meerut as viv- 
idly as though it were but yesterday

Larry was at Ferozepore when the 
mutiny broke out. Ferozepore, almost 
the first of the cantonments in which 
the rebellion showed itself, was at that 
time one of the largest arsenals in Up- 

r India, and, as Larry puts it, ‘The 

ay at Punjab.” : 

Larry had enlisted eight years before 
in Kilkenny, where he was born. | 

“ There was quite a bow-wow out in 
India at that time,” says Larry. ‘‘ The 
Sikhs broke out in the Punjab and there 
was a lot of the bys goin’, ye mind. 
There was about sixty or seventy of 
us around Kilkenny that enlisted. 

“IT remember well that march, 1,846 
miles from Calcutta. It took us six 
months to get there and when we arriv- 
ed the war was over, do ye mind. The 
Sikhs were all quiet.” i 

In 1854 the war with Russia broke out, 
and a year later Donovan's regiment 
got their rout for the Crimea, so they 
marched from their station in Upper 
India to the coast for embarkation. 
sleeping by day, marching by night, fol- 
lowing the narrow post-road along the 
waterways, where the camel riders, 
carrying the mails, passed swiftly up 
and down. : 5 

‘* Wild beasts did ye any says Lar- 
ry. ‘Didn't we have to light fires to 
keep them off'n us? Mony a toime I've 
looked out into the woods, seein’ their 
round eyes gleamin’ or heard them 
roar'n’ by night in the jungle. — 

‘And thin there’s the hyanas in the |! 
hill country. There's the murdern 
bastes for ye. The hay wan laughs and 
the shay wan cries. 

‘There’s the reptiles and the fly'n’

wholly sincere in all that be does, and 
that he is unconscious of having 
committed a crime in having buried eis 
persons alive and walling up nine oth 
ers in the cellar of his house. The pris- 
oner belongs to an ultra-fanaticad 
branch of the Raskolniki called the 
Beguni. So rigorously exclusive are the 
members of this branch that they wild 
not eat nor drink from the same ute 
sils used by relatives who have married 
ordinary members of the Raskolnikt. 
They will opt worship in churches or 
buildings used by otbers, but only ia 
caves and cellars, which are usually, 
filthy beyond description. Their ser- 
vices are conducted in closely-guarded@ 
secrecy. One of the clef personalities 
of a drama enacted at Ternofke, neas 
Tireaspot, was a woman called Vite 
alia, who was a prophet, priest and 
preacher.

A letter from Matadi, on the lower 
Congo, announces that, on April 19 last, 
the railway bridge over the Inkissi af- 
fluent of the great river was completed 
and the first locomotive crossed the 
stream. Trains are now running daily 
to the Inkiasi, a distance of 171 miles 
from the starting point at Matadi, and 
the last large stream on the way to 
Stanley Pool has been bridged. Twen- 
ty years earlier, lacking four days, Mr. 
Btanley, on his famous boat journey 
down the Congo, discovered the Inkissi. 
It was im that region of cataracts that 
he found his greatest impediments. an 
it took him five months, from March 


fifty miles from the sea. Twenty 
years later, 171 miles of the journey 
he made is covered every day by travel- 
lers in a comfortable car and in eight 
to ten hours. Next year the railroad 
will be completed to Stanley Pool, and 
then the entire region where Stanley 
toiled for five months, and where his 
black comrades nearly atarved to death, 
may be crossed almost without fatigue 
fn the sunlit hours of one day. Elisee 
Reclus, the geographer, wrote a while 
ago that he was amazed whenever he 
contemplated the vast work done onthe 
Congo im so short atime. That work 
extends to every part of the Congo 
basin, the second largest river system 
in the world. It is promoted by forty 
steamers and forty towboats, carried in 
small pieces on the heads of men around 
235 miles of cataracts and now afloat 
on 7,000 miles of upper Congo water- 
ways, and that wonk, marred though 
i has been by many instances of the 
cruel and unjust treatment of natives 
by men who were not worthy of their 
trust, will be remembered in history 
a6 one of the great achievements of this 
peotury. 

A writer in an English review says 
of Thackeray that “it is his weakness, 
his conspicuous weakness, to be con- 
cerned with trivial details to the ne- 
elect of principles.” If this is a rash 
Judgment it is still important, because 
it represents a generation in English 
literature which is too busy in criti- 
cising its betters to produce anything 
worth consideration itself. 

The England of the present day has 
mot one writer who is even suspected 
of being worthy to rank with Thacker- 
ey i is hard to tell why. Perhaps 
it ts largely because of a cantempt for 
the “trivial detauls" which Fielding and 
Thackeray, Scott and Dickens, knew 
how to use to make the perfect wholes 
of their pictures of human life. On 
second thought however, it seems that 
tbe failure of the creative faculty in 
literary England may he due to exces- 
sive use of the faculty of criticism. 
Criticism always depends on analysis— 
on pulling things to pieces. All great 
work js the exact opposite of that. It 
can.come only from 
the habit of constructiveness—of put- 
ting things together. So long as every 
frog in the English literary marsh 
thinks to grow into an ox by inflating 
his facuity for judging his betters, we 
are not likely to have another Thack- 
eray. Fortunately, however, we have 
the old ons with us yet in all the im- 
mortal part of him 


ETHEREAL TELEGRAPHY. 


Whe Mareont System To Be Tried Against

He has since 
traosmitted messages five miles from 
the Isle of Arran to the mainland. 

Last year the cable between the Is- 
land of Mull and Oban having been 
broken down for four days, 150 mes-

were tranamitted by aerial telegraphy. 
An isolated wire about a mile long 
was laid along the ground on the main- 
land. one end being put to “earth” in 
thea Sea, and the other in a highland 
burn.

seed mAy now be sown quite thickly, 
and covered by sifting fine earth over 
it so as just to hide the seeds. Firm 
down either with light roller or other- 
wise. As celery seed requires a long 
time to germinate, the beds must he 
sprinkled once a day if the weather 
be dry. If this preliminary work has 
been well done, in about three weeks 
you will have a fine bed of plants, 
Which may be thinned to about one 
inch apart in the row. 

All the attention now required will 
be to keep the beds free from weeds, 
and ae water when dry until about 
the first of July, when the plants 
should be removed to the field. A re- 
claimed swamp muck is undoubtedly 
the best and most natural ground on 
which to grow celery. It should be 
well drained and made very rich, and 
be well fitted. The rows should be 
made four feet apart, and it is well 
to sink the rows an inch or two. Holes 
for receiving the plants should be made 
SLX or eight inches apart with a dib- 
ble. The plants should be set firmly 
and the soil, if dry, pressed with the 
feet; the plants must be watered un- 
til established. Nothing more need be 
done for six weeks, except to keep all 


by that time the plants will have at- 
tained about one foot of growth, and 
banking must begin. This branch of 
celery culture has until recently been 
a slow and tedious operation. The 
push scraper is now used by all pro- 
&Tessive growers; this is a simple little 
tool and easily made by any one in @& 
few minutes. Take a board six in- 
ches wide, fifteen inches long, three- 
fourths of an inch thick, bore a hole 
im the center and insert a handle (a 
rake handle is just the thing), sloping 
back at a convenient angle, now brace 
it and you have a push scraper. Ib 
now requires two men with ‘push 
scrapers” one each side of row; the 
earth should be pushed gently against 
the plants, this makes a banking of 
about six inches, and gets no more 
dirt in the hearts than the old time 
handling, and is much more expedi- 
tious ; besides, the plants are in better 
shape for banking proper, which can 
be done with hoe or spade, as the o 
erator may eee fit. The earth should 
drawn nearly to the top of plants, 
and if the self-blanching sorts have 
been used, this will be all the banking 
required, and in about three weeks 
there will be a fine crop of celery. 


THE STOCK SHOULD BE INCLUDED. 


Few facts are better known than that 
there is great loss of health and life 
by the use of impure drinking water. If 
a malignant form of fever makes its 
appearance the water supply is one of 
the first things examined when looking 
for the cause. The dangers from wa- 
ter contamination are so great and the 
results so disastrous that the reading 
public are beginning to take a lively 
interest in the matter as far as per- 
sonal safety is concerned. This is one 
of the few cases where more care is be- 
stowed upon the hygiene of the family 
than upon the stock. 

Much is said and written regarding 
proper rations for horses, cattle, hogs, 
and hens; but who has heard of a ‘‘well 
balanced ration” for a child or a nurs- 
ing mother? We hear much regarding 
the ventilation of hen roost and cow 
barn; but who knows how many cubic 
feet of fresh air is required each night, 
by a family of five’ Every horseman 
knows that a colt is almost certain to 
be inferior, worthless or lifeless, if its 
mother is compelled to do severe work 
before its birth ; but how often does the 
mother of his children receive so much 
thought and consideration? No farmer 
would keep a team long if he should 
give them all the concentrated food they 
could eat and then use every means 
known to induce them to eat more, es- 
pecially during the cold months when 
there is little or no work to be done. 
Even a “spring medicine’ would not 
save them. But how many sick wives 
and motherless children are there be- 
cause the husband has insisted on hav- 
ing “plenty of something fit to eat?” 
This hst is long enough and bad en- 
ough although it might be much ex- 
tended. 

The farmer drills through hundreds 
of feet of solid rock to procure a per- 
fect supply of water for himself and 
family and leaves his cows to drink 
from a stagnant pond of filth, slime, 
and microbes. He then blames his wife 
for not making gilt-edged butter, and 
curses his “ luck” because of the large 
doctor bills and the expense of an oc- 
casional funeral.

The practice of exacting money from 
a conquered foe, is, in its present form, 
somewhat modern. In ancient times 
the victor despoiled the enemy he had 
overcome, sacked cities and garried 
away whatever of value he could carry 
away. Wow he respects private proper- 
ty; but he makes the conquered na- 
tion pay the whole cost of the war. 
In either case the practice is analogous 
to that of civil courts, which assess costs 
upon the defeated party. 

The four greatest wars of the last 
thirty-five years have all been followed 
by exactions of this kind. After Prus- 
sia defeated Austria in the “seven 
weeks’ war” of 1866, she demanded of 
her adversary twenty million thalers, 
or about fifteen million dollars of our 


money ; a modest sum, as indemnities 

o. She made similar exactions also 
rom the states which allied themselves 
with Austria. This was in addition to 
territorial concessions. 

Five years later France was defeated 
by Prussia and besides being compelled 
to give up the provinces of Alsace and 
Lorraine, was forced to pay to her vic- 
torious enemy the enormous sum of five 
milliards of francs, or one thousand 
million dollars of our money. Payment 
was to be extended over four years, 
and German garrisons were to re- 
tained in France until the whole was 
paid; but the splendid patriotism of. 
the French people enabled the govern- 
ment to anticipate the payments, and 
the last German soldier left France in 
July, 18783. 

‘(Again Russia, after defeating Tur- 
key in 1878, claimed, in addition to ter- 
ritorial concessions, a money indemni- 
ty of three hundred million rubles, or 
about one ‘hundred and fifty million 
dollars. A considerable part of this 
amount Turkey still owes to Russia. 

In like manner, Japan, following the 
example, of European nations, exacted 
from China in 1895 a war indemnity 
of more than one hundred million dol- 
lars, and millions more for surrender- 
ing her claim on the Liao-tung peninsu- 
la. This was in addition to the cession 
of the island of Formosa. 

Such exactions from a defeated na- 
tion, whose resources are already near- 
ly exhausted by the strain of war, seem 
severe; but if it is desirable that liti- 
gation be made not too easy and inex- 
pensive to those who have a disposi- 
tion to indulge in it, it is vastly more 
important that nations he deterred 
from entering upon war on slight pro- 
vocation.

WAR KITES IN ENGLAND. 


THE GREAT POSSIBILITIES OF THEM 
IN WARFARE. 


Captain Baden Powell, Military Expert, 

Tells What He Has Dove With Them—He 

Is Still Working at Them. 

The possibility of using kites for mil- 
itary purposes has attracted the at- 
tention of eminent aesronauts for a 
number of years, but the nearest ap- 
proach to the solution of the problem 
has been made by Captain Baden-Pow- 
ell, Scots Guards, who is also honorary 
secretary of the Aeronautical Society, 
Says the London Daily Mail. To a re- 
presentative of that paper Captain 
Baden-Powell recently gave some inter- 
esting particulars of his experiments. 

“To begin almost at the beginning,” 
he said, “there are a great many mil- 
itary objects which could be obtained 
by having an apparatus which will fly, 
or ascend high in the air, among them 
signalling, photography, and the rais- 
ing of 2 man who, from his position, 
would be enabled to get a view of an 
enemy's country, and the disposition of 
his forces, and it was with this last idea 
that I commenced my experiments. 


“Captive balloons have a great many 
disadvantages, the chief of which is 
their want of stability ina high wind.

Balloons are 
also difficult to carry about, and the 
supply of gas is a nuisance. 

“L began to work with kites of vari- 
ous kinds, and after « number of fail- 
ures [ succeeded with «a hexagonal 
structure of cambric, stretched on a 
bamboo framework thirty-six feet high, 
in lifting a man—noat far, but ae 
enough to prove that 

MY THEORIES WERE RIGHT. 

“Of course, my kite is not by any 
means perfect yet, but L am working 
at it, and as soon as time permits ex- 
periments will be carried out at Alder- 
shot. I have been raised to a_height 
of 100 feet with my big kite, and have 
sent up sand bags weighing nine stone 
to 300 feet, at which altitude they were 
suspended nearly a whole day. 

“Now, as to signalling, I have ar- 
ranged a shutter apparatus, which is, 
however, more applicable to naval pur- 
poses, and some very satisfactory ox- 
periments have been carried out by 
Captain Tupper, R. N., at Portsmouth. 
He reported so favorably to the Ad- 
miralty, that a continuance of the 
trials was ordered. Captain Tupper 
found that communication could be 
made between ships by floating kites 
from windward, and an American pa- 
per, in a most circumstantial account, 
said that a telephone wire had been 
laid between vessels by the same means. 
This has not been done, so far as I[ 
know, but it is quite possible. 

“T have carried out some experiments 
also in lighting explosives, with the 
idea that in war timea kite might be 
utilized to drop a high explosive over 
an enemy's forts or earthworks. In 
this direction I have also been suc- 
cessful, and it has been found that by 
a syatem of buoying the governing cord 
with emaller kites at intervals an al- 
most unlimited strength of string can 
be got out, which, of course, means that 
distance from the objective point 
would not matter much.”

Cecily Nevil was granddaughter of 
“Old John of Gaunt, time-honored Lan- 
caster,” and so great-granddaughter of 
King Edward IIL; ber father was 
Ralph Nevil, Earl of Westmorland, her 
mother Joan Beaufort, the Duke of 
Lancaster’s daughter. Cecily Nevil 
married Richard Plantagenet when she 
was about twenty years old, in 1410; 
and they had four suns and two daugh- 
ters, Edward, Edmund, George, Rioh- 
ard, Anne, and Margaret. For fifteen 
years no especial sorrows reached her; 
her sons were strong, her  busiund 
was the principle subject im the king- 
dom. 

But in 1455 tbe Wars of the Rosas 
began with the bloody battle at st, 
Albans, on May 23, and the Earl of 
Stafford, the nephew of Duchess Cecil) 
was killed there. At Northampton, cn 
July 10, 1460, her brother-in-law, Stat- 
ford, Duke of Buckingham, was killed; 
and the terrible fight at Wakefield 
on Dec. 30, 1460, robbed ber at ounce 


of two nephews, a brother, a son, and 
a husband. In the battle fell Sir 
Thomas Nevil and Sir Edmund Bour- 
chier, nephews, and her husband, Rich- 
ard. Immediately after the battle her 


brother Ralph, Earl of Salisbury, waa 
executed, and her son, Kdmund, Eari of 
Rutland, only lz years old, was mur- 
dered by John, Lord Clifford, in cold 
blood, in revenge for the death of his 
father in battle. 

When sorrows caine to Duchess Us- 
cily, they did mot come alone. Another 
nephew, Sir John Nevil, fell at ‘fow- 
ton, March zy, Mél. Then came 4 
breathing spell; but in 1469 Sir Henry 
Nevil was executed, and at Baruet, 
April L4, 1471, fell stil other nephews 
—Joho Nevil, Marquis ot Montajrus, 
and Richard Nevil, Earl of Warwick 
famous as “the King Maker.” On Muay 
4, 1471, the battle of Tewkesbury was 
fought, and iminediaiely afterward hd 
ward, Prince of Wales, who, though 4 
Lancastrian, had married the duh 
ew’s niece, the hing Maker’s duughier 
Anne, was murdered by her sons, ‘lie 
Dukes of Clarence and Gloucester. ‘| hey 
kept the killing in the family, but it 
was killing just the same. 

Two years later, so that the Duch- 
ess should not get unaccustomed to 
grief, her son-in-law, ‘bhomas Holland, 
Duke of Exeter, who had had to ov 
his bread in exile, was found dead on 
the seashore at Dover, and in 1474 bes 
son, the Duke of Clarence, was drowa 
ed in a butt of Malmsey, bis wife (+ 
cily having been poisoned previously , 
her son-in-law, Charles the Boid, Duk» 
of Bergundy, had been killed in battis 
in 1477. ‘Then there was a little ro- 
spite for the pour Puchess. In [tnd 
died her son. Edward IV., only ai sere 
old, the first one of her deseendant4 
to die a natural death sinea 1i5~ 
twenty-eight vears. In the same yeao 
her two grandsons, Edward V. and 
Ricbard, Duke of York, were murdered 
by their uncle and her son, Richard 
Duke of Gloucester, who became King 
as Richard III., and in bis turn was 
killed at Bosworth Field om Aug 2 
1485, when only 35 years old. Her sou 
in-law, Sir Thomas St. Leger, was xv- 
cuted in 1483, and a grandnephew, 4 
second Heary Stafford, Duke of Buck 
ingham, was executed in 1457.
